New Data System Update 
 
Ms. Bracy reported that training is progressing with the new online reporting system and several 
teams have completed cases in the database. 
 
Status of Case Report Update 
 
Ms. Bracy summarized the Status of Case Report and emphasized the ongoing efforts to 
encourage low-performing teams to increase their case return rates. She also reported that the 
case return rate of 95% reflected in the Annual Report for 2006 data increased to 97% due to the 
number of cases received after the deadline.

Guest Speakers / Presentations 
 

Kelley Parris-Barnes, Director of the Department of Child Abuse Prevention, presented on 
their 2010 legislative agenda. She gave an overview of proposed legislation where the 
department would receive left over monies for class action lawsuits and provide additional 
dollars for community-based programs. 

 
Bob Burrell, Morgan County District Attorney, presented on the history, make-up and 
review meetings for Morgan County’s local review team. Morgan County has held several 
local review team meetings using the new online reporting system and is current with their 
2008 and 2009 assigned review cases.
